Funeral of the 
Howe at Kenosha. 

Krnosua, Wis., March 29.— Many 
strangers arrived on the morning train. 
The town is draped in mourning, and on 
all sides there are evidences of deep sor- 
row for the loss of the deceased Post- 
master-General.

ington party. They brought a number 
of magnificent floral offerings. The hour 
set for the funeral services was 3 0’clock, 
but betore that time the-remains were 
borne by citizens of Kenosha, organized 
as an escort, to the Unitarian church, 
where in front of the altar they lay in 
state. A bust of the statesman 
was exposed to view, and was closely 
and reverently scrutinized by the vast 
concourse. The decorations at the 
church were simple and entirely floral 
in character. Upon the front of the 
altar-platform were arranged a number 
of beautiful designs, fitting mementoes 
of the sad occasion. 

The services were opened with a 
chant, followed by a scripture reading 
by Rev. H. M. Simmons; invocation by 
Robert Collier, of New York, followed by 
singing of the hymn, ‘‘Abide with Me.”’ 
Rev. Simmons reviewed the character 
of the deceased, with whom he had 
been closcly associated for many years. 
The beautiful lines beginning, ‘‘O, 

Spirit, freed from Earth,’’ were sung Dy 
a quartette, and Rev. Collier spoke 
feelingly on the hope of immortality, 

and the services were brought to a close 
with a selection by the quintette, and 
the bevediction. The congregation 

then viewed the remains, after which 

the cover was placed in position, and 

the casket given intothe hands of the 

pall-bearers: Chief Justice Cole, Gen.

Gen, Dirz to be Dined by Gen. Grant 
in New York. 

New York, March 29.—Diaz and 
suite are expected to arrive from Wasb- 
in evening.

DISTURBANCE AMONG COLORADO MINEAS. 
DrenvER, March 29.—Recently the di- 
rectors of the Bassick Mining Company 


|}in New York received threatening let- 


ters from a large number of miners at 
Querida, where the mine is located, de- 
manding the dismissal of Superintendent 


Perkins and Foreman McGregor, charg- 
ing them with unsufferable tyranny, 
and that they interfere in numberless 
wavs with the rights of the men, ete. 
The company are reliably informed that 
the true solution of the trouble is that 
Perkins discovered that an organized 
band had long been stealing ore from 
the company and was instrumental in 
sending several to the penitentiary. To- 
day the malcontents served notices on 
fifty persons to leave town forthwith, 
threatening violence. Querida and sur- 
rounding country is terribly excited. 
The miners are parading the streets, and 
the laws are defied. Governor Grant 
has been called upon to proclaim mat- 
tial law. Fears are entertained of 
bloodshed before morning. 


CHARLEY FOSTER FOR POSTMASTER- 
GENERAL. 


Wasuinaton, March 28.—The friends 
of Charlie Foster propose to take time 
by the forelock. Gen. Grosvenor and 


Ben Butterworth will call on the Presi- 
dent to urge the appointment of Foster 
for Postmaster-General. The general 
impression here is that, as the law now 
stands, the President cannot renew ad 
interim an appointment in the case of a 
Cabinet oflicer, but must select a new 
Postmaster-General in ten days. The 
President wants more time and will to- 
morrow submit to the Attorney-General 
the question whether or not he can re- 
appoint Mr Hatton every ten days till 
he gets his mind made up. 

THE NEW CIVIL SERVICE RULES. 
Wasuineton, March 29.—The mem- 
bers of the Civil Service Reform Com- 
mission are working with great indus- 
try in the preparation of the new civil 
service rules, and expect to have them 
ready for presentation to the President 
on Saturday. 

KELLOGG WILL DENY. 
WasHineton, March 29.—Ex-Senator 
Kellogg said to a reporter of the Asso- 
ciated Press to-night that in a few days 
he expected to be able to make a state- 
ment which would be a complete denial 
of the allegations concerning him set 
forth in Price’s affidavit. 

SECRETARY FOLGER IMPROVING. 
Wasnineton, March 29.—Secretary 
Folger continues to improve daily. He 
is much better to-night than he has 
been for several days. It is hoped that 
within the week he will be so far recov- 
ered as to be able to take a trip to Ber- 
muda. 


HKanightly Disputes. 
Cuicaco, March 28.—Apollo Com- 
mandery of Knights Templar, instead 
of attending the San Francisco Con- 
clave, have decided to make a European 
journey. The Evening Journal says the 


decision is due to the fact that notwith- 
standing the handsome treatment of the 
San Francisco Commandery while in 
Chicago, the Grand Commander of Cali- 
fornia, in his subsequent annual ad- 
dress, referred to the Chicago Knights 
as no gentlemen. The Journal declares 
that the San Francisco Commandery 
while here were given the choice of 
tents on the lake front. The actual ex- 
penses were $3000, but were assessed at 
$2600. They demurred to paying even 
this amount, and the bill was cut down 
to $600; that they gave a due bill and 
then had to be sued. 


CONTRA. 
San Francisco, March 29.—Regard- 
ing charges nade hy the Chicago Jour- 


nal against San Francisco Commandery 
ot Knights Templar, telegraphed this 
morning, the officers of the Commandery 
say that the Chicago Commandery hired 
the camp ground on a speculation and 
rented it out to visiting Commanderies. 
At the close of the Conclave the Chica- 
goans said they would lose money on 
the speculation, and charged the San 
Francisco Knights $600 extra to cover 
the alleged loss.

INDIAN ATROCITIES. 


More Murders and Outrages by 
Apaches in Arizona, 

LorpspurG, N. M., March 29.—A 
messenger arriyed here last night from 
Thompson’s Caiion, eighteen miles 
northeast of this place, and gives intelli- 
gence of the murder by the hellish 
Apaches of Judge H. C. McComas, of 
Silver City. Judge McComas tele- 
graphed yesterday from Silver City that 
himself, wife and child would arrive at 
this point last night. Mrs. McComas 
‘and her son were captured by the In- 
dians, and at this writing has no doubt 
been ravished by every brute in the 
band. God pity the unfortunate vic- 


tims whose lot it is to reside on this un- 
protected frontier! 


How the McComases Diea. 

Lorpsspure, N. M. March 29.—A 
party just returned from the scene of 
the massacre of last night, in Thomp- 
son’s Cafon,found Mrs.Judge McComas, 
shot through the head, lying by the side 
of the buckboard and stripped naked. 
The Judge was found about two hun- 
dred yards south of his wife, shot in 
‘four different places, and aiso stripped 
naked. The bodies were sent to Silver 
City. The boy is missing. 

Gen. Forsyth on the Trail. 

LorpspurG, N. M. March 29.—The 
military here, consisting of four com-: 
panies of the Fourth Cayalry under 
command of General Forsyth, left at 
four this a. mM. for the scene of the 
massacre of Judge McComas and wife, 
at the mouth of Thompson Cajon, 
twenty miles northof here.

He wasaman of most 
sterling worth, known and respected 
allover the country, and was a bDrill- 
iant lawyer,of great and profound learn- 
ing.

The New Postal Checks. 

From the Oregonian. } 

The withdrawal of the olft-fashioned 
fractional currency, better known to 
the world as “shin plasters,” created a 
want, especially in rural communities, 
which it has been hard to fill—that is 
to say, the want of a material in which 
to make small remittances. Silver 
cannot safely be sent in a letter; the 
Government postal orders were too ex- 
pensive troublesome, and _ the 
postage stamp is not asatisfactory me- 
dium of currency. This want the new 
postal law passed by the Congress just 
ended, endeavors iu a measure to sup- 
ply. It provides for the issue by the 
Government of what 1s to be known as 
the postal check, finely engraved after 
the manner of the fractional currency. 
and in any denomination. less than 
tive dollars. These checks will cost the 
purchaser a premium of three cents 
each, may pass from hand to hand, 
and are payable in currency to the last 
bea er, on presentation to any money 
order postoftice, and upon his receipt. 
To be entitled to payment, however, 
they must be presented therefor within 
three calendar months after the last 
ay of the month during which they 
were issued, this provision being in- 
tended to prevent their passing per- 
maneutly into.circulation. If uot pre- 
sented within three months they are not 
lost to the holder, but can be sent to the 
department at Washington, and, by the 
payment of another three cents, can 
be exchanged for a new check, payable 
any time within the next three months. 
The scheme, which is copied from that 
of Great Britain, will probably prove 
both beneficial and popular. But it 
has one very serious drawback 
in that the checks~ obtain- 
able only sat money order offices. 
It follows that in_ the places 
where they will be most needed—the 
rural communities—they will be most 
difficult to obtain. As the fineness % 
the engraving is to be relied upon as 
protection against counterfeiting and 
fraud, and as there are no formalities 


such as the writing of 
ters of advice connected with 
the issue, -it isnot easy to see 


why all of the postoffices might not be 
supplied. The expense of the en- 
graving is given as the reason for 
limiting the-issue to those offices 
where money orders are now issued; 
but if the thing is worth doing at all, 
it is worth doing well, and it is cer- 
tainly not worth while to exclude 
from its benefits those portions of the 
community which are most in need of 
them.

SOME SONGS AND THER AUTHORS. 


John Howard Payue and his Death- 
less Bit of Song. 
Written for the Tims.) 


The author of the deathless lyric, 
unsurpassed in sweetness and musical 
charm, “Home, Sweet Home,” was 
John Howard Payne. While a wan- 
derer in trans-Atlantic cities he was 
one day loitering through unfamiliar 
streets, and seeing a Sicilian girl dis- 
posing of some kind of fancy Italian 
wares, humming a most musical re- 
frain in a melodious vice, he stopped 
to listen, and caught the air now, so 
familiar to all the world.. The ‘‘Home” 
to which he makes allusion in the well- 
known verses, refers to the shelter of 
his own childhood at East Hampton, 
Long Island. The tender feeling un- 
derlying all the words can get the 
fancy of the multitude at once; and 
after the poem had won a lasting place 


for itself amony other heart-felt songs 
and popular melodies, its author drew 


‘attention. to the village in a mag 


ine 
article. It opened with words - 
taining the essence of that sentiment 
given expression to in the lines, “An 
exile from home,” &c. 

“Many an eye,” he wrote, ‘“wearied 
with the giare of foreiga grandeur, 
will ere long lull itself to repose in 
the quiet heauty of this village.” The 
“lowly, thatched cottage’’ was indeed 
dear to his memory, as a pleasant and 
treasured feature of that olden town. 
As wandering up and down the streets 
of crowded London, lonely and deject- 
ed, the warmth and cheer of brightly- 
lighted homes oft brought to hima 
sense of utter desolation, and in such 
amood the words were suggested, 
which | being penned, recalled all the 
old, dimly-remembered sights and 
sounds of his boyhood. Leaving his 
father’s hearthstone when a wmiere 
for many long years the “hymnist of 
home” was a wanderer in far-off for- 
eign lands. The song which shadows 
forth his own longings and regrets, 
and is so dear to the hearts of the peo- 
ple, brought no profit to the autaor. 
He was not even complimented by.the 
gift of a copy from the publisher. 

“Kathleen Mavourneen” had its 
birth in the poor and unpretending 
room of a Piymouth music-teach r. 
For the copyright of his song he was 
generously presented a five-pound 
pote. At the time, Mile. Titien was 
singing in New York, and creating 
such a furore. Crouch, the author of 
“Kathleen,” feeling a strong desire to 
hear ‘the celebrated vocalist, managed 
to scrape togethef enough money for 
the purchase of a pit seat, and attend- 
ed the concert. . As an encore, the 
prima donna reudered, with exquisite 
charm and feeling, his own song. So 
delighted was he, that wher the enter- 
tainment closed he rushed behind the 
curtain and earnestly begged permis- 
sion to speak to the songstress. Re- 
ceiving permission and entering her 
presence, his feelings overcame him, 
and he burst into tears, sobbing out, 
“Oh, Mad’lle, I never before heard my 
song sung as you have sung it!” 
“Your song?” she said. ‘I am indeed 


the composer, and 1 felt | 
must thank you myself.’ Thrice 
happy was he, to have 


his own touching composition the 
glad triumph of anever-to-be-forgotten 
evening. Rev. H.D. L. Webster wrote 


the pathetic sung of ‘Lorenci,’’ once 


so popular, winch has a real roniance 


Wrapped up in its verses. The music 
has a peculiar charm and the plain- 
tive words are at once touching and 
tender. He loved and wooed a_ fair 
maiden, who returned his affection, 
but the worldly prospects of a poor 
country pastor were not kindly looked 
npon by her aristocratic relatives, and 
thus a seperation ensued. Resigning 
his. pastorate he moved to another 
town, plunging into work, hoping that 
labor and duty would atone for the 
sorrow’ of an unhappy attachment. 
The only sign shewn to the world, 
treating of his love and sorrow, was 
given expression to, in that pathetic 
song, holding a deep longing heart- 
cry. “Auld Robin Gray” was the 
composition of Lady Anne Lindsay, 
who kept the secret of 1ts authorship 


. from ali save her mother, tll shortly 


before her death. Everybody whv 
heard it sung was pleased with both 
the words and air, and wondered who 
the composer was. At last the au- 
thoress saw it attributed to herself 
in one of Walter Scott's novels— ‘The 
Pirate’—and then she wrote and 
thanked him for his wise discrimina- 
tion. A dearfriend of Lady Annie’s 
once said to her, after hearing the 
song, “I am sure you must*be the au- 
thoress of those words yourself, you 
give them so much expression and 
feeling.” “Beautiful Snow” is but 
the real story of a frail woman and 
erring wife. Its author, Major Sig- 
ourney, was for a long time unknown. 
When young, he woved and won a 
young lady of rare personal beauty, 
and together they traveled in many 
lands. At length sad stories reached 
his family affecting her character. A 
love of drink finally caused her to 
desert her husband, plunge dewnward 
jnto paths of ruin, and at last find an 
asylum at Blackwell's Island. All his 


. efforts to redeem her proved useless, 


and one winter's mornipg she was 
fownd dead, buried under the snow, 
its {mantle of purity her winding 
sheet. Her remains were taken to the
